University  Lectures. 

Indiana  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
having  secured  such  a  man  as  Mr. 
Powys  to  do  the  Extension  work  here. 
No  other  school  west  of  the  Alleghen- 
ies  heard  him.  The  freshness  of  his 
views  and  the  originality  of  his  way 
of  putting  them  made  his  course  a  de- 
light to  all  who  attended  it;  moreover, 
the  power  he  possessed  to  arouse  the 
thoughts  of  his  hearers  and  to  criti- 
cise helpfully  made  the  course  of  un- 
told value  to  the  students. 

The  course  this  year  was  on  "The 
History  of  Liberty,"  By  making  a 
thorough  study  of  each  of  the  five 
great  republics,  the  Athenian,  the  Ro- 
man, the  Florentine,  the  French,  and 
the  American;  by  inquiring  into  the 
life  and  character  of  the  people  and 
into  the  institutions  of  the  state  and 
their  actual  working  out — Mr.  Powys 
endeavored  to  trace  for  us  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  idea  of  liberty.  And  as  a 
basis,he  gave  in  his  introductory  talk. 


the  working  definition  that  "liberty 
is  the  right  of  each  one  to  do  as  he 
pleases  so  long  as  he  does  not  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  others."  Then 
in  his  final  lecture,  "The  Republic  of 
the  Future,"  after  having  shown  us 
the  imaginary  commonwealths  of 
Plato,  Aristotle,  Sir  Thomas  ^-lore, 
and  Milton,  he  constructed,  for  us  a 
dream  republic  which  contained,  and 
still  further  developed,  the  best  fea- 
tures of  all  the  republics  we  have 
known.  Let  him  speak  for  himself: 
"Thus  the  Republic  of  the  Future, 
restoring  to  the  world  something  of 
that  complete,  well-rounded  existence 
of  which  the  Greeks  dreamt,  may  be 
expected  to  exert  itself  rather  in  pur- 
suit of  the  good  and  the  beautiful  than 
of  wealth  or  empire;  may  be  expected 
to  care  for  trade,  commerce,  industry 
and  expansion  rather  as  the  means 
than  as  the  end;  may  be  expected  to 
seek  as  the  sole  purpose  of  politics,  a 
many  sided  development  of  all  the  fac- 
ulties of  man.  Such  a  republic  may 
be  expected  to  inherit  the  deep  and 
enduring  reverence,  the  faithful  and 
passionate  piety  of  the  Republic  of 
Rome,  where  the  sublime  idea  of  the 
devotion  of  the  individual  to  the  state 
was  realized  most  fully.  Such  a  re- 
public would  learn  from  the  Florence 
of  mediaeval  Italy  the  secret  of  irre- 
sistible individualism,  acknowledging, 
even  while  it  rebelled  against  it,  the 
world-wide  authority  of  a  democratic 
church.  From  the  intellectual  and 
emotional  genius  of  France  may  be 
expected  to  emerge  those  new  and  rev- 
olutionary ideas  which  are  necessary 
to  the  progress  of  the  world,  to  the 
expansion  of  liberty,  to  the  sifting  of 
elements  out  of  which  such  a  republic 
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is  to  form.  The  will  of  the  American 
people  will  be  seen  advancing  toward 
such  political,  social  and  edu- 
cational reforms  as  shall  restore  the 
majestic  spirit  of  the  ancient  republics, 
as  shall  revive  for  the  benefit  of  the 
future  that  lofty  sense  of  the  solidarity 
of  the  human  race,  that  secret  of  lib- 
erty realized  according  to  law  and  of 
law  realized  according  to  nature,  which 
alone  is  able  to  resolve  the  tragic  be- 
wilderments of  society  into  flexible 
and  venerated  tradition. 

"This  at  least  seems  certain,  that 
the  kind  of  liberty,  the  kind  of  dem- 
ocracy, represented  by  the  American 
Republic  is  destined  to  be  the  basis  of 
the  liberty,  the  democracy,  the  repub- 
lic, of  the  future."

Dear  Normal  Herald, 

If  any  of  our  college  friends  are 
planning  a  college  course,  let  me  urge 
them  to  consider  Michigan  favorably. 
I  assure  you  I  have  enjoyed  my  work 
here  this  year.  Ann  Arbor  is  a  beau- 
tiful town  and  has  the  adv^antage  of 
really  being  part  of  the  University.  It 
seems  to  be  one  vast  dormitory-,  since 
students  live  in  almost  everj^  home. 

Living  expenses  vary  with  the  in- 
dividual tastes  of  the  student.  Board 
can  be  secured  for  two  dollars  per 
week,  and  the  very  best  for  three  fif- 
t}'.  Rooms  vary  in  price  even  more 
than  does  the  board,  anything  from 
one  dollar  to  six  per  week  for  two 
persons.  Tuition  is  sixty-five  dollars 
the  first  year  and  fort}-  every  year 
after.  For  the  summer  term,  how- 
ever, competition  reduces  expenses 
greatly. 


One  great  advantage  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan  is  the  freedom  of 
choice  in  regard  to  the  kind  of  work 
done  for  our  A.  B.  degree.  Only  one 
course  is  a  required  course.  That  is 
Freshman,  English.  All  others  are 
elective. 

This  is  especiall)'  advantageous  to 
the  prospective  teacher,  for  he  can 
take  just  what  he  needs  for  the  kind 
of  work  he  expects  to  teach,  and  taste 
whatever  he  likes.  Then,  we  have 
the  advantage  of  the  best  laboratories 
and  libraries. 

The  school  life,  I  often  think, is  the 
best  part  of  our  education.  To  meet 
fellow  students  from  all  over  the 
w^orld,  to  see  how  they  differ,  to  have 
one's  own  .sectional  peculiarities  point- 
ed out,  does  far  more  to  broaden  one 
than  what  is  learned  in  the  lecture 
room. 

The  Indiana  girls  are  not  well  rep- 
resented here,  only  two  of  us.  I  hope 
by  another  year  others  will  be  added 
to  the  list.  But  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
partial;  Indiana  men  are  welcome, too.

When  a  young  man  is  choosing  a 
University,  there  are  some  questions 
which  a  catalogue  answers  only  in 
general,  and  a  personal  experience 
may  be  clearer. 

A  man  should  be  here  three  or  four 
days  before  his  first  school-work  be- 
gins. He  must  find  a  room  and  room- 
mate, if  he  has  none  already.  If  he 
wishes  to  support  himself  in  part,  he 
needs  time  to  make  inquiries.  He 
needs  time  to  make  friends  of  the 
buildings,  so  that  when  he  goes  for 
his  first  exercise,  he  is  not  ov-ercome 
by  the  building.  A  good  start  saves 
much  hard  work  later,  and  also  ex- 
pense in  that  the  first  thing  offered 
need  not  be  accepted. 

Apart  from  tuition,  which  is  $ioo 
more  than  in  a  Western  University, 
expenses  are  less.  Board  can  be  had 
at  Randall  Hall,  for  about  cost. 
Figures  are  better  than  words:  tuition, 
$150  ;  board,  $100  up  ;  room-rent,  540 
up  ;  washing;  $15  books,  $25  ;  in- 
cidentals $25,  or  in  all  about  $350,  to 
which  must  be  added,  cost  of  clothes. 
A  $4  fee  from  all,  provides  an  infirm- 
ary for  any  who  are  sick. 

About  $150  can  be  earned  in  school 
time,  at  waiting-table  for  board,  or 
tending  a  furnace  for  a  room  ;  work 
may  be  had  at  most  anything  a  man 
can  do.  One  member  of  the  faculty 
gives  his  entire  time  to  finding  work 
for  students.  After  the  first  year,  a 
scholarship  is  possible;  if  not  that,  a 
man  can  earn  enough  in  the  summer 
time  with  what  he  can  earn  in  school, 
to  pay  his  next  year's  expenses.  A 
capital  of  $200  to  start  with  is  needed. 
Many  fail  to  earn    anything,    because 


they  are  waiting  for  .something  to  turn 
up.

Just  to  keep  up  with  the  times,  and 
not  at  all  to  prevent  a  later  and  more 
detailed  account  of  all  the  trustees 
have  been  doing,  some  few  changes, 
which  May  Day  finds  at  Normal,  are 
worth  mentioning.

There  is 
but  one  flight  of  stairs  to  climb  ;  the 
ceilings  are  high  ;.the  closets  large  ; 
and  they  are  newly  furnished,  on 
hygienic  principles, with  painted  floors, 
center  rugs,  and  single  iron  bedsteads, 
the  single  bedsteads,  alone,  being 
worth  the  extra  rent. 

The  new  dniingroom  is  about  ready 
for  occupancy,  and,  just  as  it  stands, 
is  without  doubt,  the  most  beautiful 
room  of  its  kind  in  the  State,  having 
the  beauty  of  proportion  and  exquisite 
simplicity  of  line.  It  carries  out  the 
Greek  principles  of  architecture, 
which  our  modern  ideas  have  never 
equaled. 

Miss  Stewart  has  moved  to  2d  floor, 
North  Hall,  and  Mrs.  Sawyer  to  the 
rooms  opposite  the  old  parlor,  now 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  room.  Miss  Leonard 
expects  shortly  to  move  to  the  large 
rooms  on  the  South  Hall,  first  floor, 
formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  Davis'  and 
Mr.  Hammer's  families. 

The  library  has  at  last  taken  on 
the  atmosphere  of  a  library,  since  all 
study  desks  have  been  removed  and 
handsome  tables  and  chairs  take  their 
places.       Mrs.   Mitchell     has   charge.

Mr.  Hammers  delivered  lectures 
during  the  term  at  Glen  Campbell,

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Our  Trip  to  WasKing'ton, 

The  eighth  of  May  dawned  as  bright 
as  the  heart  of  any  traveler  could 
wish,  and  at  8:35  we  left  Indiana  on 
a  special  train,  the  orange  and  black 
waving  proudly  both  without  and 
■within  the  cars.  After  an  uneventful, 
but  very  pleasant  ride,  we  reached 
Washington  at  7:30  p.  m..  and  were 
carried  in  vehicles  of  all  description  to 
the  Oxford  Hotel. 

Having  done  justice  to  a  quickly 
served  luuch,  we  started  in  parties  of 
fifteen  and  twenty  under  the  chaperon- 
age  of  Miss  Leonard,  Miss  Crombie 
and  Mr.  Hammers,  for  the  Congres- 
sional Library.  The  time  had  been 
chosen  well,  for  a  visit  to  this  building 
in  the  day  time  cannot  be  compared 
with  one  at  night.  Our  time  was  a 
little  short,  thoug'.i,  for  the  doors  are 
closed  promptly  at  ten;  and  we  arrived 
at  our  hotel  already  pleased  with 
Washington,  and  eager  to  begin  our 
visits  of  the  morrow. 

Our  first  one  was  to  the  Capitol 
where  we  were  met  by  guides  who 
conducted  us  through  the  entire 
building,  explaining  everything  to  us. 
Before  we  left  the  building  ue  had 
the  pleasure  of  walking  to  the  top  of 
the  dome,  from  which  position  all  of 
Washington  can  be  seen,  together  with 
the  mansion  of  Lee  at  Arlington. 
Those  who  did  not  go  to  the  Librar}- 
the  first  evening  of  our  arrival  went 
from  the  Capitol,  which  is  just  west 
of  it. 

After  luncheon  we  took  the  Wash- 
ington, Mt.  Vernon  &  Alexandria 
railway  for  Mt.  Vernon,  where  we 
spent  the  afternoon.  This  visit  to  the 
home  of  our    first    President   was  cer- 


tainly the  most  interesting  of  all  our 
visits.  We  saw  his  room,  the  bed  in 
which  he  died,  his  sword,  his  flute  and 
piano  and  many  other  things.  On 
the  grounds  in  one  of  the  buildings 
we  saw  his  coach  and  one  of  the  party 
even  said  she  got  a  leaf  from  the 
tree  which  George  cut  down.  Instead 
of  coming  back  as  we  had  gone,  we 
took  a  steamer  up  the  Potomac.  This 
added  greatly  to  our  trip,  for  a  ride 
of  sixteen  miles  up  the  Potomac  is 
sure  to  be  a  pleasure  to  everyone. 

Wednesday  morning  we  visited  the 
Smithsonian  Institute,  National  Mu- 
seum, Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing,  and  Fish  Commission.  From 
here,  all  who  wished  went  to  the 
Monument  of  Washington.  This 
stands  550  feet  high  and  it  was  certain- 
ly a  pleasure  to  walk  to  the  top  of  it. 
Those  who  did  not  care  to  indulge 
found  an  elevator  very  obliging. 

Wednesday  afternoon,  we  went  to 
Arlington.  Besides  being  the  old 
home  of  Robert  E.  Lee,  this  is  now 
the  resting  place  of  over  17,000  Union 
soldiers  and  many  officers. 

Thunsday  morning  was  passed  in 
visiting  the  War,  State  and  Nav}- 
building,  the  Treasury  building,  the 
Corcoran  Art  Gallery  and  the  White 
House.  In  the  afternoon  we  were 
taken  through  the  city  in  automobiles 
and  all  places  of  interest  were  pointed 
out  to  us.  Friday  morning  we  said 
"Good-bye"  to  Washington,  and  at 
about  7:30  p.  m.  arrived  in  Indiana 
tired,  but  happy.  R.  H.  F.
